He has stated that 
financing wil be a problem mainly because federal highway 
funds are committed for roads already planned to be built 
during the next five years. 

But, said Waterfield, “These roads will be built during my 
administration, even if I have to change some plans already

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Looking at the road program purely from the viewpoint 
of Letcher County, it would be a godsend. With a new Ky 
15, a new US 119 and a new US 23, Letcher County would be 
the hub of transportation in Eastern Kentucky. We would 
be the crossroads - the only county in the state where all 
three roads meet. 

Waterfield’s pledge to devote the full energies of the state 
to lower freight rates on coal also holds great promise. The 
simple truth is that coal mined on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad is frozen out of the coal market in states South 
of here by an artificial freight rate barrier. A slight reduc- 
tion in freight rates would permit our coal to compete for 
rapidly growing markets in Florida, Georgia and other 
Southern states. At present, most of the major electric com- 
panies south of Kentucky burn oil in their furnaces instead 
of coal. The oil comes from foreign countries, and from 
Texas. Men like Harry Laviers, of South-East Coal Co., say 
that if Eastern Kentucky had the right kind of freight rate, 
those utilities would burn coal instead of oil. 

We have never had a governor willing to fight for a break 
for the Eastern Kentucky coal industry in the matter of 
freight rates. Waterfield promises to lead that fight for us. 
Success could mean employment for an additional 10,000 
miners in this area. We can’t afford not to back him up. 

The third part of Waterfield’s Eastern Kentucky platform 
centers on the matter of flood control. We like the way he 
approaches this problem, because his approach is based upon 
a frank and honest recognition that Kentucky by itself can’t 
build the dams and reservoirs that are needed. 


Federal help is necessary. 
Waterfield states that Kentucky’s flood control problems 
are shared by West Virginia, Virginia, Tennessee, Pennsyl-

| Here's the way pegboard was 
used in the Beltsville energy- 
Saving kitchen designed by 
|USDA home economists; some 
of htese ideas can be used to 
|make your closets neater, better 
lorganized and more useful. 
| The USDA kitchen used 
heavy-duty pegboard to divide 
a closet into two separate stor- 
lage areas. The perforated 
pressed wood panels are handy 
for mounting all kinds of metal 
hooks and holders available 
from home supply stores. On 
|these can be hung or stored al- 
most any household article of 
reasonable weight and size. 

A pegboard panel mounted 
down the center divides a rec- 
tangular, conventional - sized 
closet in the Beltsville kitchen.

tachments and other cleaning 
supplies are stored on brackets 
on the pegboard. An _ ironing 
board, iron and ironing supplies 
can be stored on the other side.

Soil Treatments 

Quite often we are bothered 
by soil insects of one kind or 
another. This may be in gardens, 
field crops, or flower beds. Soil 
insects can be controlled by the 
use of four to five pound Aldrin 
per acre or eight to ten pounds 
of Cholardane per acre. 
Dogwoods May Need Attention 

A case or two has been no- 
\ticed where insects seem to 
|sting the tip ends of dogwoods, 
causing them to die and not 
flower or just to die away. This 
sting deposits an egg which 
causes a worm to form in the 
'wood of the twig. If this hap- 
|pens to your dogwood trees the 
‘treatment is to spray with 
|Malathion now and one month 
later and preferably also at the 
time this is happening, which 
|usually is before bloom. 

What Are The Best Sprays? 

| The best all around insecti- 
cide is Malathion, either in the 
,dust or spray material. This will 
kill and not just run away the 
insects. 

Blight 

For blight the best material 
is Zineb and Maneb, either dust 
or wettable spray. 

This does not mean that the 
sprays you have used in the 
past are no good, it merely 
means that these are the best 
|and will give you a little better 
| results. 

If your garden does not pro- 
duce all of the vegetables neces- 
sary for the family during the 
entire year, it is not good 
enough. The gardner himself 
determines how much he will 
have.

He shall al- 
so state the existing and intended use of 
all such buildings, and supply such 
other information as may be required by 
the Building Inspector for determining 
whether the provisions of this ordinance 
are being observed. If the proposed ex- 
eavation or construction as set forth in 
the application are in conformity with 
the provisions of this ordinance, and 
other ordinances of the City then in 
force, the Building Inspector shall issue 
a building permit for such excavation or 
construction. If a building permit is re- 
fused, the Building Inspector shall state 
such refusal in writing, with the cause, 
and shall immediately thereupon mail 
notice of such refusal to the applicant 
at the address indicated in the applica- 
tion. The Building Inspector shall grant 
or deny the permit within ten (10) days 
from the date the application is sub- 
mitted 
92.21 The issuance of a permit shall, in 
in no case, be construed as waiv- 
ing any provisions of this ordin- 
ance. 

A building permit shall become 
void six (6) months from the date 
of issuance unless substantial pro- 
gress has been made by that date 
on the project described therein. 
There shall be a fee of ten (10) 
dollars charged for each building 
permit issued. Fees shall be paid 
to the general fund of the City of 
Whitesburg. 

Certificate of Occupancy. No land or 
building or part thereof hereafter erected 
or altered in its use or structure shall 
be used until the Building Inspector 
shall have issued a certificate of occu- 
pancy stating that such land, building, 
.or part thereof, and the proposed use 
thereof are found to be in conformity 
with the provisions of this ordinance. 
Within three days after notification 
that a building or premises or part 
thereof is ready for occupancy or use, 
it shall be the duty of the Building In- 
spector to make a final inspection 
thereof and to issue a certificate of oc- 
cupancy if the land, building or part 
thereof are found to conform with the 
provisions of this ordinance; or, if such 
certification is refused, to state refusa: 
in writing, with the cause, and immedi- 
ately thereupon mail notice of such re- 
fusal to the applicant at the address in- 
_ dicated in the applieation. 

Section 93. Penalties. Any person violating any 
provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not less than one (1) dollar nor more 
than fifteen (15) dollars for each offense. Each 
day such-violation shal continue shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

Section, 94. Remedies. In case any building or 
structure, is, or is propdésed to be, erected, con- 
structed, reconstructed, repaired, converted or 
maintained, or any building, structure or land 
is, or is proposed to be, used in violation of this 
ordinance, the Building Inspector or any other 
appropriate authority, or any adjacent or 
neighboring property owner who would be dam-

BOARD OF ZONING ADJUSTMENT 

Section 101. Creation and Appointment. A 
Board of Zoning Adjustment is hereby estab- 
lised in accordance with Kentucky Revised 
Statutes, Section 100.560. The Board of Zoning 
Adjustment shall consist of five (5) members, not 
more than one (1) of whom may be a member 
of the Planning Commission. They shall be ap- 
pointed by the legislative body of the city. The 
term of membership shall be three (3) years ex- 
cept that the initial individual appointments to 
the Board shall be terms of one (1), two (2), and 
three (3) years respectively. Vacancies shall be 
filled for any unexpired term by the city legisla 
tive body. . 

Section 102. Procedure. Meetings of the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment shall be held at the call 
of the Chairman, and at such other times as the 
Board may determine. All meetings of the 


Board shall be open to the public. The Board 
shall adopt rules of procedure and shall keep 
records of applications and action thereon, 


which shall ba a public record. Upon appoint- 
ment and annually the Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment shall meet and organize and shall elect 
its own Chairman who will serve one year or 
until his successor duly qualifies. 

Section 103. Appeals. Hew Taken: Any appeal 
to the Board of Zoning Adjistment may be taken 
by any person, firm or corporation aggrieved, 
or by any governmental officer, department, 
board or bureau affected by any decision of the 
Building Inspector based in whole or in part 
upon the provisions of this ordinance. Such ap- 
peal shall be takén by filing with the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment a notice of appeal, specify- 
ing the grounds thereof. Said notice of appeal 
shall be filed within sixty (60) days from the 
date upon which the notice of refusal of build- 
ing permit or notice of refusal or certificate of 
occupancy is mailed by the Building Inspector; 
and failure to file notice of appeal within sixty 
(60) days shall constitute a waiver of the right 
to appeal. The Building Inspector shall transmit 
to the Board all papers constituting the record 
upon which the action appealed was taken. The 
Board shall fix a reasonable time for the hear- 
ing of the appeai, give public notice thereof as 
well as due notice to the parties in interest, 
and decide the same within ten (10) days. Upon 
the hearing any person or party may appear in 
person or by agent or by attorney. 

_ Section 104, Powers. The Board of Zoning Ad- 
justment shall have the followmg powers: 

104.1 Administrative Review. To hear and de- 
cide appeals where it is alleged by the 
appellants that there is error in any 
order, requirement, permit, decision, 
determination or refusal made by the 
Inspector or other administrative’ offici- 
al in the carrying out or enforcement of 
any provision of this ordinance: and for 
interpretation of the Zoning Map. The 
concurring vote of four (4) members of 
the Board shall be necessary to reverse, 
or modify any order or Gecision of an 
administrative official. 

Special Exceptions. To hear and decide 
applications for special exceptions as 
specified in this ordinance and for de- 
cisions on any special questions upon 
which the Board of Zoning Adjustment 
is specifically authorized to pass. 

Variance. To hear and decide applica- 
tions for variance from the terms of 
this ordinance, but only where, by 
reason of exceptional narrowness, shal-
